Zoning Amendment 

Ordinance to Permit Business on 

Montgomery Avenue to Be 

Introduced Next Month.

An amendment to Narberth's zoning 
ordinance to permit business on Mont- 
gomery Avenue from Narberth to 
Haverford Avenues, will be prepared 
by the Ordinance and Law Commit- 
tee of the Council and introduced at 
the March meeting. This constituted 
the burden of this committee's report 
at the February meeting of the Bor- 
ough Council on Monday night. 

It is proposed to make provision in 
the amendment to the zoning ordi- 
nance for setback of the curb to pro- 
vide parking space, to establish a 
building line based on the present 
house line, and to provide for an at- 
tractive character of building. 

The report of the Ordinance and 
Law Committee follows: 

"At the public hearing held in the 
Council Chamber on January 30, 1931, 
on the question of amending the zoning 
ordinance, there was an overwhelming 
preponderance of the property owners 
present who favored the change, the 
vote by property owners in the bor- 
ough being 26 for and 3 aaginst open- 
ing Montgomery Avenue from Nar- 
berth to Haverford Avenues, to 
business. 

"There arc many adjacent property 
owners not directly affected by the 
amendment, yet who are vitally inter- 
ested in an indirect way. Many of 
these people did not attend the hear- 
ing as they thought that their ideas 
would not be entitled to consideration. 
Since the hearing the chairman has re- 
peatedly been asked what, if any, steps 
could be taken by them in opposition 
and they were told that if a petition

Prohibition Lauded 
at Borough Meeting 

'Great Moral Victory,' Says 

John McSparran, Secretary 

of Agriculture. 



CONDEMNS ALL LIQUOR 



"Prohibition is one of the two 
greatest moral victories in the history 
of the world," said John A. McSpar- 
ran, speaking before a meeting of 
prohibition supporters in Narberth 
last Friday night. "Repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment or of the 
Volstead Act is a laughable impossi- 
bility," he went on. 

Mr. McSparran, State Secretary of 
Agriculture, was the principal speaker 
before a group of two hundred Nar- 
berth residents at a supper in the new 
Methodist church building. The gath- 
ering was held under the auspices of 
the Anti-Saloon League. 

The speaker, after a humorous intro- 
duction by Dr. Homer W. Tope, 
Pennsylvania superintendent of the 
League, launched into a condemnation 
of drinking in all its forms, and re- 
freshed the memories of the audience 
as to conditions before prohibition. 

"The World War killed 100,000 of 
our boys in two years," he said, "and 
plunged the country into mourning. 
Yet we used to bury 200,000 people 
each year in drunkards' graves. Before 
prohibition it was estimated that there 
were 5,000,000 hard drinkers in this 
country, who were for that reason 
doomed to die twenty-nine years be- 
fore their time. It was estimated that 
the lives of 20,000,000 moderate drink- 
ers were shortened by thirteen years 
each.

Education Vs. John Barleycorn 

Tn all the words that have been said and written on the touchy 
subject of Prohibition, one fact stands out: people may object to 
the Eighteenth amendment or to the Volstead act, but by and large, 
there is a sentiment for temperance. 

The speakers at the dry rally in Narberth last Friday night 
reached the heart of the problem when they stressed the need of 
education. Prohibition has long labored under the weight of too 
much politics and too little public support. Many thousands of sen- 
sible citizens who do not drink are against Prohibition as it now 
stands. 

Obviously, if no one wanted to drink, there would be no need 
for liquor laws. If the whole country were "sold" on the idea of 
Prohibition, the laws could be enforced. Have not the dry forces 
been remiss? For years the churches and temperance organizations 
worked toward their goal by means of education. The minute the 
laws were on the statute books they seemed to think the millennium 
had arrived and abandoned education in favor of the police and the 
courts. 

The old battle line was between the respectable element and 
the "brewers' big horses." Today the anti-prohibitionists are intelli- 
gent, respectable people. The ultimate fate of Prohibition will be 
decided in a battle of facts, not emotions. Most of us are confused 
on the subject as the Wickersham Commission. The Anti-Saloon 
League, the W. C. T. U. and the scores of other Prohibition groups 
are faced with a very definite challenge. 

If the meeting Friday night is an indication of a new approach 
to the problem, the "Noble Experiment" may still be a success. 
Millions of people are yet to be convinced. Let us have facts and 
reasons rather than straw ballots and Senatorial bombast. The 
Main Line, with its distinctly wet leanings, would be an excellent 
place to try out the virtues of education ! 

Those who are curious regarding expenditures of the public 
funds by the borough may find some satisfaction in perusing the 
Auditors' Report published elsewhere in this issue. An item among 
the receipts which seems to lack cultivation is that of fines and costs. 
During 1930 only the paltry sum of $10 was added to the borough 
treasury by this method. This, it seems to us, should be a juicy 
source of revenue. Let the magistrates or the burgess clap a ten- 
dollar fine on every motorist that is caught violating the "Stop" 
signs, for instance, and watch the receipts grow. And also watch the 
violations of the "Stop" signs fall off. 

But seriously speaking, the report of the auditors shows that 
the borough is in excellent shape financially. The unused borrow- 
ing capacity of the borough amounts to $215,579.89, which is an 
increase of $16,000 over last year. This has come about by an 
increase of about $9000 in the cash sinking fund and from an increase 
of approximately $100,000 in the assessed valuation of property upon 
which the borrowing capacity is based. The borough's outstanding 
bonds now total $146,000 against which a certain sum is being set 

aside each year in the sinking fund. 

* * * 

Our prediction regarding Council's action in the matter of zon- 
ing on Montgomery Avenue seems to have been borne out. The 
Ordinance and Law Committee announced at Monday night's meet- 
ing that an amendment to the zoning ordinance would be prepared 
to permit business on the pike. However, this does not mean that 
it is all over but the shouting. There may be plenty of fireworks yet. 
The ordinance will be introduced at the March meeting of Council 
and has to pass three readings, only two of which can be done at 
the same meeting. Apparently there is some opposition to the pro- 
posed step, in addition to the scattered protests made at the public 
hearing. If this is crystallized and presented to Council in the form 
of a petition any time before the final passage of the amendment 
(which undoubtedly will not take place before April) serious con- 
sideration will be given to it by the borough fathers, and may, as 
is stated in the report of the Ordinance and Law Committee, "have 
a decided bearing on the final disposition of the matter."

Baked Bean Timbales 

Press one cup of left-over baked 
beans through a sieve, add l /z cup of 
sifted soft bread crumbs, 1 teaspoon 
of onion juice, 1 teaspoon of chopped 
parsley, Y2 teaspoon of paprika, 6 
tablespoons of tomato catsup and two 
eggs well beaten. Mix all together and 
turn into individual molds, well greased, 
or turn into a single mold. Rake in 
a pan of hot water until firm in the 
middle. Turn from mold and serve 
hot with tomato sauce. 

Scalloped Corn Beef 
1 cups of corned beef cut into cubes. 
1 cup of white sauce. 
Butter. 

1 stalk of celery. 
Bread crumbs. 

Cook chopped celery and onions in 
the sauce. Put the corned beef in a 
shallow baking dish and add the sauce. 
Sprinkle with bread crumbs, moistened 
with melted butter. Brown in a hot 
oven. 

Apple Sauce Cake 
1-.? cup of butter. 

1 cup of sugar. 

1 Vi cups of thick sweetened apple 
sauce. 

2 cups of flour. 

1 teaspoon of soda. 
A pinch of salt. 
Spices to taste. 
1 cup of raisins. 
Cream the butter or shortening and 
sugar together, then add the apple 
sauce. Mix and sift flour, soda and 
spices, then the raisins. Mix well. 
Bake in a well-greased loaf pan at 380 
degrees Fahrenheit for about forty- 
five minutes.

Tea Cake 
tablespoon of melted fat. 
cup of melted sugar, 
egg. 

cup milk. 

teaspoons of baking powder,

Cream the fal with the sugar, add 
the beaten egg, then add the milk al- 
ternately with tile sifted ingredients. 
Lastly add the floured nuts. Bake in 
greased muffin tins at 400 to 4J5 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for twenty minutes. 
Split each cake, butter it, and sprinkle 
with sugar and cinnamon or with 
grated maple sugar and chopped nuts. 
Serve hot with afternoon tea. 
Mock Cherry Pie 
1 cup cranberries. 
'V cup seeded raisins, 
■•it cup sugar. 
1 tablespoon of flour. 
1 teaspoon almond extract. 
1 teaspoon butter. 
Line pie-pan with crust. Fill with 
cranberries, washed and cut into halves, 
mixed with chopped raisins. Sprinkle 
mixture with flour and sugar, add the 
almond extract and dot with butter, 
cover with second crust and bake. 

Butterscotch Pie 
1 Vi cups milk. 

1 cup brown sugar. 

3 tablespoons of cornstarch. 
-' eggs. 

2 tablespoons of butter. 

2 tablespoons of powdered sugar. 

Heat one cup of milk and sugar until 
the sugar is free from lumps. Mix the 
cornstarch", one-half cup of milk and 
egg yolks and add to the hot mixture 
slowly. Cook in double-boiler until 
thick, stirring constantly, then for ten 
minutes longer. Add the butter. When 
cool, pour into a baked shell. Cover 
with a meringue made from the stiffly 
beaten egg whites and powdered sugar. 
Brown in the oven.
